Sheriff Peter Gunn ts one of ithe out- | 
etanding characters connected with | 
Alberta’s carly history. Born at! 
Thurso, Ca‘thness, Scotland, he was 
but 18 years of age when, in 1888, he} 
joined the service of the Hudaon's Ray | 
Company, enlisting at Strumness, Ork- | 
ney Islands, in company with eight | 
other jads of similar age and coming 
out to the then wilds of Western | 
Canada. | 

Coming up from Winnipeg via the | 
waterways, then the routo of travel, | 
the party separated {nto two sections 
at a post on the Saskatchewan near 
what fe now Prince Albert, but which 
was later destroyed by tho Indians 
during the rebellion two years later. | 
Six of the party travelled north to tho) 
MacKenzie river and the other three, 
Peter Gunn, Frank Beaton and 
Charies Bremner, all three of whom 
gaw much service with the company, 
vame west to Edanonton and north by 
the Athabasca end Lesser Slave Lake 
route to Peace River. The three still 
survive. Frank Beaton being yet tn 
charge of the H, B. post at Fort St. 
John; Charles Bremner ig the pioneer 
runcher of Spirit River settlement,
